whether he felt this action by 
SSC might have precipitated the 
action by the FWC as a sort 
of ‘‘hand-slapping’’ measure, 

Both Loomis and former F WC 
president Art Stegeman of Hum- 
boldt State College declined to 
comment on the F WC action when 
reached on the phone by the 
HORNET. Both stated that they 
were not in a position to com- 
ment at this time. 

NO APPEAL MECHANISM 

According to Stull, there is 
no machinery within the FWC 
Constitution whereby a school can 
appeal 2 decision by the con- 
ference board, 

For this reason, SSC wiil have 
to go through the NCAA to appeal 
the decision and launch the in- 
vestigation of the conference, 

As for the charges that SSC 
is providing on-campus jobs for 
athletes, Dr. Johns stzted several 
times that this would be done 
at SSC, Johns even said this at 
a meeting of the FWC Presi- 
dents. 

OTHERS 

According to Stull, several 
other Presidents made the state- 
ment that they were going to do 
the same.

University of Nevada was called 
before the F WC board to explain 
the ‘‘tuition waivers’’ which are 
being granted by Nevada to its 
athletes. At that meeting, the 
Nevada representative testified 
that of 134 ‘‘tuition Waivers’ 
granted at Nevada, 67 were given 
to athletes, 
NEVADA 

Because of this, Nevada was 
told to prepare a statistical sum- 
mary of its tuition waiver pro- 
gram to be presented at the meet- 
ing last Saturday. However, at 
the meeting Nevada came un- 
prepared and was given a six 


month extension by the FWC 
board, 
In another action at the 


December meeting in Hayward, 
Chico State announced that it in- 
tended to provide on-campus jobs 
for a few of its athletes and 
was advised against this by the 
FWC board, But, significantly, 
no further action was taken by 
the F WC on the matter. 
IRRECULARITIES 

These, and other irregu- 
larities in the application of FWC 
pclicy will probably be brought 
to light should the NCAA con- 
sent to the investigation, 

In the meantime, the motion 
to place SSC on probation—a 
motion offerred by San Fran- 
cisco State and seconded by UCD— 
will stand,

in any course except those used 
to meet his major, minor, cred- 
ential, or general education re- 
quirements. It is expected that 
this course will be outside the 
student's field of endeavor, 

If successfully completed, the 
course shall be recorded on the 
student’s transcripi with the no- 
tation CR, Units are earned but 
not included in grade point com- 
putation. If the course is not 
successfully completed, no nota- 
tion shall appear on the student’s 
permanent record. 

Anderson explained that 
students wishing to include a 
credit course in his schedule 
must ‘‘notify the Registrar’s Of- 
fice by filling out a statement 
of intent to register for Credit 
Only since each course must be 
hand processed.” 

He continued by saying that 
‘‘Students who change majors and 
subsequently find that a ‘‘Credit 
Only’’ course is required in their 
major will be required to 
complete an alternate require- 
ment at the discretion of their 
advisors,”’ 

Another policy of interest to 
all continuing students is the 
coding of IBM cards on the pre- 
mise that students have passed 
and completed this semester’s 
classes, Students will register 
with the class group of which 
they will be a member as of the 
completion of this semester. 

As the schedule of classes 
shows, enrollment fees are up 
from last semester, Materials 
and services fees, which were 
previously $38.50, are $45 and 
College Union fees have gone 
from $3 to $4. 

For thuse students who take 
part in advance registration, an 
adjustment period will occur on 
September 13. According to An- 
derson, this period will be for 
those who want to make a change 
of program before final regis- 
tration, and do so without going 
through the process of getting 
add and drop cards signed.

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“I think we should mark off 
the first election to experience,” 
Suggested business representa- 
tive Eddie Lee, and the other 
members of the Board of 
Directors unanimously agreed 
with him at a special meeting 
last Friday, 

By an 8-0-0 vote, the BOD 
invalidated the ASSSC general 
election of April 26 and 27 and 
recommended new balloting to 
take place this Wednesday 
and Thursday, Confusion among 
voters regarding the validity of 
write-ins for president and vice 
president and voters’ perplexity 
over the IBM balloting procedure 
were cited by the student legis- 
lators’ in rendering their 
decision, 

In further action, the BOD 
decided the election will be re- 
run with only the same official 
candidates as on the previous 
ballot, excepting those official 
candidates who wish to be ree 
moved from the ballot, 

It was also the BOD’s judgment 
that the new election will be 
preceeded by open campaigning 
restricted only by regulations of 
the ASSSC Election Code and by 
a $10 limitation on campaign 
expenses, 

Nine modifications in the ASSS( 
Election Code, including one 
makine write-in tickets valid for 
president and vice-president, 
were then adopted by the BOD, 
These will ge into effect 
immediately and hopefully will 
avert a repetition of any of the 
difficulties which plagued the last 
election, 

Ordinarily such changes would 
have to be initiated by the Elect- 
ions Board, and approved by the 
BOD, However, AS President Kit 
Oase read to the BOD a writ- 
ten statement by Nadine Wein- 
berg, Elections Coordinator, exe 
pressing the approval of the 
Elections Board for the proposed 

reforms in the code, The changes 
were written and introduced by 
Richard Kimball, social science 
representative, 

Acting upon a motion by John 
Sutter, undeclared representive, 
the BOD also recommened to the 
Board of Justice that they in- 
validate the election, (It is not 
essential for the BOJ to do so; 
the election last Wednesday; to- 
gether with the BOD this come 
prises the decisi un of two branche 
es of government necessary to 


invalidate the election, 

The part of the Election Code 
causing the most controversy in 
the present election is that part 
of Section VI, sub-sectionD, part 
3 which stated: ‘‘In cases where 
the ASSSC constitution or statutes 
require candidates to run on a 
ticket, write-in votes shall not 
be counted for the offices in- 
volved ”’ 

This regulation meant that the 
votes of the Hardy Frye -Ron 
Groves and Doug Carter-John 
Lundstrom tickets were not 
counted in the original balloting, 
(These candidates apparently ran 
under the impression that only 
single write-in votes for presi- 
dent or vice-president would be 
regarded and that tickets would 
be counted.) 

This part of the code now reads 
‘“‘write-in votes shall not be 
counted for the offices involved 
unless, before the polls close and 
counting commences, the elec- 
tions coordinator has received 
a written statement from the 
people who expect to receive 
votes as members of a write- 
in ticket, indicating their will- 
ingneSs to recelve votes as mem- 
bers of such a ticket; write. 
in votes cast merely for a singe 


candidate shall not be valid; 
write-in votes cast for each 
diverse combination of names 
shall be so counted,’’ 

Another change in the code 
dealing with write-in candidates 


changes the restrictions on their 
publicity so that they have only 
the same restrictions as official 
candidates. (Previously write- 
ins were not to place display 
signs around the campus, ) Writes 
in candidates, according to an- 
other reform passed Friday, 
must notify the Activities Office, 
in writing, before the publicity 
is placed on campus, that they 
agree to the use of their names 
on campaign publicity. 

An amendment to section IV, 
sub-section D of the Code pre- 
viously stated that ‘‘no person 
may be certified as elected to 
any ASSSC office if he does not, 
at the time the election is held, 
possess the requisite qualifica- 


tions for the office 
he receives votes,’’ 
This section now has added tc 
it the statement that ‘‘the dean oi 
students, of his representative, 
shall certify whether a person 
is qualified, If a person receives

a sufficient number of votes to 
elect him to office, but is found 
not to be qualified, the office 
Shall be vacant.’’ 


Copies of the election code will 
be kept at all polling places, 
according to another new regula- 
tion passed by the BOD. This 
new section of the code further 
states that ‘‘in the event that any 
voter is uncertain as to the 
provisions of this code, the poll 
workers shall provide him with 
a copy of the code, so that he 
might read it. No poll worker 
Shall attempt to elucidate the 
meaning of this code in the light 
of his individual belief of what 
its meaning might be.’’ 

( Individual ‘‘elucidation’’ of 
the code by candidates, the elect- 
ions coordinator, and poll work- 
ers caused much of the con- 
fusion in the previous election, 
specifically with regard to write- 
ins for president and vice-pre- 
sident.) 

Another entirely new section 
of the code has given the BOD 
the power to modify the code 
without such modifications being 
initiated by the Elections Board, 
(In other words, the BOD was 
legalizing what they did Friday.) 

This new section specific .lly 
States that ‘‘when an election is 
found to be invalid, and a special 
election must be called because 
of such invalidation, the BOD 
may, by resolution, make such 
modifications in this code as 
are necessary to expedite the 
orderly process of holding the 
special election and shall be made 
before the special election 
is called,’’ 

Approved nominees may with- 
draw their candidacy by present- 
ing a written request to the elect- 
ions coordinator before the pro- 
cess of printing ballots has 
commenced, according to an- 
other modification of the code, 
Previously this regulation stated 
that candidates had to withdraw 
at least one week before the elect- 
ion is to take place, 

The format of ballots must re- 
ceive specific approval of either 
the ASSSC president or the BOD, 
according to another addition te 
the code, Concerning the ballots 
themselves, it has been added that 
unless the ballots are counted by 
machine, they shall be counted 
at least twice, and the tally totals 
shall be checked against one 
another, 
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
